His chance i* New York was not ready made 
but was made ready by liberal-labor leader Alex 
Rose, the two-hatted hatters’ union chief. To­ 
gether they are battling Tamm y’s choice for a 
surrogate benchship which handles hundreds of 
millions of dollars annually in probated wills. 
That will be a clanporous. headlined batte. 
Basically “ Bob” will not be hurt by defeat. 
When in a recent tete-a-tete Mr. Kennedy 
asked Alex Rose, ambulatory essence of laborite 
politics: “ What if we lose?” union president 
Rose retorted: 


“Win or lose, you can’t lose if you fight the 
machine. The people will say you’re doing the 
right thing.” 


APPARENTLY THIS has impressed the Ken­ 
nedy camp. It’s gunning for the machine, too, 
here in Chicago, city of the big wind. It’s chal­ 
lenging Mayor Richard Daley’s absolute power. 
And again the Kennedy people are in coalition 
with liberal-labor forces. 
The site of battle is the grim South Sid« Sec­ 
ond Congressional District, stretching across 
part of all of the 4th to the 10th Wards (ex­ 
cluding Ward 6). 
There, young Abner J. Mikva, former law 
partner of former labor lawyer Arthur J. Gold­ 
berg, is challenging the grand old man of Chi­ 
cago politics, Congressman Barratt O'Hara. 
The challenger is 40 years old. The incumbent, 
now 84, hit the beaches in Cuba three day 
after Theodore Roosevelt and the Rough Riders. 
Rep. O’Hara, an old newsman and labor ra­ 
dio broadcaster, even veteran movie executive 
of D. W. Griffith days, is the oldest man in the 
House. For decades he has been close to the 
AFL leaders and a good friend of Mayor Daley. 
As far as labor recollects, O’Hara has voted 


right all the way down the line. So he has the 
full endorsement of the Committee on Political 
Education. 
Now comes young Mikva to fight him in the 
June 
14 
primaries 
for 
t h e 
Democratic 
nomination. 


WITH MR. MIKVA CAME a split in labor * 
ranks. 
A bloc of unionists, led by friends of Walter 
Reuther and Bob Kennedy, has broken with 
COPE, though it's the official political mechan­ 
ism of the American labor movement. 
Backing the contender is AFL-CIO Vice Pres­ 
ident Ralph Helstein, president of te Packing­ 
house Workers, who was put on labor’s high 
council only after Mr. Reuther fought for him. 
Mr. Mikva is an intellectual with quite a 
coterie of young lawyers and champions among 
the Washington's intelligentsia. They have been 
breaking him into capital society through the 
cocktail route. 


Mr. Mikva, an intense fellow, is “ Kennedy” 
all the way, except in hair-do. The Chicagoan 
has what the youngsters call a modified “ butch” 
haircut. 


He's bright. He works hard So do his militant 
assistants and supporters, some of whom are 
transplanted New Yorkers. 


To the sophisticated observer, the national 
significance is in the Mikva movement's fight 
against the Daley machine—for to battle Rep. 
O'Hara is to fight Daley and Lyndon Johnson, 
too. The President is fond of O'Hara and ap­ 
pointed him a delegate to the 20th session of 
the General Assembly of the United Nations. 
Thus with characteristic Kennedy daring, the 
senator from New York 
has taken on many 
veteran machines. 


NOT ONLY IS HE BUCKING the powerful 
Tammany machine in New York and the tradi­ 
tionally unbeatable Daley juggernaut in Chi­ 
cago but Robert Kennedy also is tackling the 
old-line labor leaders in both cities. 
They are lining up behind the official Demo­ 
cratic candidate in both megalopolises. They 
are putting out money and manpower. They 
may even beat Bob Kennedy and his men in 
both sectors. 
But the senator will have made his point. 
He will have plunged into gut politics in the 
open, alongside the militant liberals of the labor 
movement—Alex Rose, Walter Reuther, Ralph 
Helstein and the official reform blocks of the 
streets of both cities where the intellectuals 
gather. 
Thus we have the making of the newest of 
the new Bob Kennedy.

This, it is officially explained, doesn’t 
mean that the United Swa'es merely wants a 
temporary halt of infiltration into South Viet 
Nam. but is asking for a withdrawal of North 
Vietnamese 
troops.

American 
forces, as this is what “reciprocal action” really 
could mean when the necessary guarantees are 
g.ven by both sides. 
3. Prem ier Ky of South Viet Nam has de­ 
clared that, after 10 new members are named 
to the ruling directorate, he is prepared to re­ 
sign and submit to an election. It's a formal 
step, but the objective now is to create an 
atmosphere of compromise between the anti­ 
communist factions which have been quarreling 
among themselves. These groups, however, have 
a common purpose-nam ely, to set up an in- 
dc endent government. 
4 The holding of free elections in the Domin­ 
ican Republic, accomplished just 13 months after 
American intervention, has given new hope to 
I^atin America that domestic disturbances can 
be adjusted successfully by international effort 
—in this instance, through “ the Organization 
of American States.” 
5. A m ajor East-West conference on Eu­ 
ropean security, in which both the United State', 
and Russia would participate, has been proposed 
by Denmark as a means of achieving the mam 
purpose of the North Atlantic Treaty Orgamza* 
tion-to establish a strong foundation for peace 
in Europe. 
INASMUCH AS THE NATO ministerial council 
is meeting in Brussels this week, an opportunity 
will arise for discussion of a new East-West 
formula. This is expected to clarify the fuzzy 
situation that has resulted from Gen de Gaulle’s 
announcement of France's withdrawal from 
NATO. 
Even as the drive for unity inside Europe is 
being pressed, a significant turn for the better 
is also developing in Asia. For four years the 
United States has been trying to get Red 
China to make a pledge against a first use of 
nuclear weapons. The Peking government in 
the last few days has indicated its readiness 
to sign a treaty agreeing not to strike first with 
nuclear weapons. The Departm ent of State has 
called attention to a letter written by Secretary 
Rusk to the secretary-general of the U.N. in 
1962. declaring that the United States would not 
use any weapon with “ aggressive intent” but 
must reserve the right to act in “ individual and 
collective self-defense.” 
The question now is being discussed with the 
Red Chinese ambassador to Poland. It may 
take a vear or more to complete negotiations. 
THESE V ARIOUS DEVELOPMENTS to the 
world are salutary, even though there is natur­ 
ally much uncertainty as to just how the nego­ 
tiations will turn out. The important fact is 
that little by little reason is beginning to 
prevail. 
World opinion can be a strong influence. 
Meanwhile, patience is essential. 
The Dominican problem, for instance, has been 
an exasperating one, but today it's on the road 
to solution. The developments in V i« Nam are 
by no means conclusive, but the emphasis now 
is on free elections. 
There is undoubtedly at work in the world a 
strong movement toward peace and the settle­ 
ment of disputes by the process of reason rather 
than by military force. The United Nations has 
a rem arkable opportunity today to derive from 
the encouraging developments of the last few 
days an inspiration to set up conferences and 
negotiations that could lead to peaceful settle­ 
m ents of the many current disnutes which, 
though local In character, have threatened to 
bring on a m»jor war.
